DKKCliXI'TION OF THE BELT.
In a jeweller's shop in John street the O'Leary

prize belt is now on view. It is far superior in artisticexecution and eleganco of design to the Sir
John Astley belt. It is, indeud, "a thing of beuut.v,"
and produces this impression on the mind instantly.
It is composed of lifteeu chains, each thirty-six
inches in length and three and a half inches wide,
upon which is placed six medallions. The centre
shield is eight iuches long and six inches wide, and
over it is the name "O'Leary" in diamonds; underneathis the inscription, "Championship of America,
Six-days-go-as-you-please;" below this, on an oval
shield in blue enamel, are the national colors of
England, France, Ireland and America. In the centreof the shield is a gold figure representing O'Leary
walking on a tan-bark track. The shield is also surroundedwith eight solitaire diamonds, in sturs, and
on the lower part of the shield is an American eagle,
on branches of laurel leaves, and the words "Strength
and Endurauce." The two shields on either side of
the centre shield have pedestrian gold figures, one of
which is representative of Rowell's "jog trot," and
the other of a runner. All the shields are bordered
with Scotch thistles, American ferns, oak, ivy and

r USE AND ABUSE OF ATHLETIC EXEBCISES.THE

BRUTALIZING EFFECT OF THE DECENT WALKINGMATCH.A SEUMON BY THE BET. DB.
EDWARD EGGLESTON.
The Rev. Dr. Edward Eggleston, pastor of the

, Church of Christian Endeavor, at the corner of
Hooper street and Lee avenue, Brooklyn, E. D.,
preached last evening to a large audience in his
church upon the "Use aud Abuse of Athletic Exercises,"a topic suggested by the recent walking
match, which attracted such widespread and
unprecedented interest. Dr. Eggleston took for
his text ii. Corinthians ix., 24. He spoke
as follows:.I do not intend to make a spiritualamplication of these words in the libertv which T

allow to myself in this pulpit to preach what relates
to the conduct of life, ranging from the conventionalstandard which excludes many topics from
the pulpit. I will to-night follow in the direction of
your thoughts, and speak on the use and abuse of
athletic exercises. A man is at a discount if he has
not the right sort of body. There can be no healthfulor wholesome action of the mind or the moral
perception if the physique is enervated. There
have been great men with weak bodies, but no

k man is at his best without physical strength.
A man like John Randolph, irritable and excitable,[ is brilliant for a "short head," to borrow a sporting1 phrase, but he canuot last. The rule is, to weaken
the body is to reduce the mind, and men great with

| feeble bodies would be twice as great with strong1 ones. A Keats burns out; producing, .at twenty3 works which should have been deferred until he
1 was thirty or forty. There must be an equation of

mind and body uud a proper balance kept. There
cannot be any happiness without health.

1 But we go to work in many ways to systematically
break down health, bending children early to school1 is one of the most effective of these methods.

' "Childhood abhors quiet as nature does a vac'uuiu," says one. but children ara put in school
and kept quiet; it puts an extinguisher upon them
and lays the foundation for future misery. The

3 crying shame ot our times is the weight and re|straint we put upon children. Business men
1 here have no rest; they go like heads upon

poles, bent forward. As a foreign lady said, men
run in New York. We do not walk enough; the

! Btreet car is an enemy to health. Muscle is not to
3 be cultivated at the expense of brain. Carry phyaijcal culture too far and the brain is drawn upon.1 Men like Dr. Winshlp, all muscle, frequently die
